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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a host to a remote communication on a single wire pair power. Each independent 
claim identifies the uniquely distinct features " a host device couplable to a remote device via a 
single wire pair, a host voltage reference generator which generates and enforces a substantially 
constant voltage present on said single wire pair during communication between the devices and 
a host current modulator to demodulate signal present on said single wire pair from said remote 
device " in combination with the manner claimed. The closest prior arts, Duval [US 4,663,499], 
Shuey [US 4,746,897], Liu [US 6,369,699], Evans [US 4,999,607] and Carey [US 5,652,755] 
disclose similarly features, however, they fail to show the distinction features above. Therefore, 
either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations 
obvious.
